‘The Reader muft not imagine that the Author’s Defign hath any 
relation to the Performance of thofe perfons,who have made folemn 
Panegyricks upon known ‘Tyrants and Vices ; nor does he pretend 
to juitifie ali the Exceffes and Abufes that have crept into the Col- 
lation of Benefices, but thinking that the Prince and the Church 
ought not to be deprived of the liberty of rewarding men eminent- 
ly Learned fomething more liberally than others, he endeavours to 
prove, rs#, That Plurality of Benefices, with Cure of Souls, is not 
wre divino unlawful. adly, That it isnot contrary to the firft detign 
of Parochial Endowments. 3d/y, That it is not inconvenient to 
the Church. 


I. («) AStothe firft, he fhews, That fince nething can be jure 
d:vino unlawful, bue either by the Law of Nature, or by the pofitive 
Law of God, and neither of em has determin’d the Cafe concerning 
Pluralities ; it follows, that they are not forbidden by any of God’s 
Laws; for, the Texts of the H. Scriptures, which may be fuppofed 
toalude thereto, are of no moment in regard to us, fince it is a re 
ceived Principle among all Proteftants, that nothing is neceflaril 
to be believed unlawful, which is not declar’d to be fuch, either by 
the Law of Nature, or by the expreis words of Scripture. 

Againtt this the Adverfaries of Phiralities object, that the Necef- 
fity of Refidence is of Divine Right; and torafmuch as we cannot re- 
fide in two different places at the fame time, that therefore it cannot 
be allow’d to hold more Renefices than one. But the Texts which 
they urge, fays cur Author, are very remote, and oniv contifiing in 
fuch general Reproofs ef the Negleé of Pattors, as may be applied to 
Priefts poffeffing one Benefice, as weil as to thofe thar eniay two Li- 
vings.

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UII. The third point (d) feems the moft difficult,and yet our Author 
rids himfelf prettily of it; for, he not only fhews, That the Inconve. 
niences objected again{t Pluralifts are common to them with Una. 
lifts, as, the negiect of the Cure of Souls and of Charity, Dilapida- 
tions, and the Scandal confequent to any of thefe faults; or, that 
they procced from the prefenc conftitution of the Church and State, 
as the decay of Flofpitality ; but even he proves, thatthe plurality of 
I ivings is convenient, nay, neceffary in many refpects , confidering 
the low condition whereto Alienations and Appropriations have 
brought the Revenues of the Church ; for, it maintains a great many 
Clergy-men, who fhould not be able to fubfift with ten, twenty, or 
thirty pounds ; it raifes a noble emulation among Divines ; it excites 
the Nobility and Gentry, and men of excellent parts, to dedicate 
themfelves to the ftudy of Divinity ; it yields means to reward the 
Learned, and gives them leifure to defend the Church ; it makes Mi- 


nifters more refpected by the Country people, by giving them enough , 


to fupply the wants of the pooreft fort ; it helps to keep and fathion 
young Divines, moft of whom could perhaps hardly fubfift, iffrom the 
time of their going out of the Univerfity, till they are prefented to a 
Bencetice, they were forced to live upon their own ; befides, ’tis moft: 
likely, that they will not commit fo many faults, after having been 
brought up agood while under the eyes of an experienc’dReétor,than 
if at firft the management of anumerous Flock had been left to their 
own care. Add to this, That probably the Church will be better 
ferv’d by two perfons than by one. 


(e) Having fpoken fo much in favour of Pluralities, the Author, 
whofoever he may be, (for my afcribing it to Mr. Wharton is but a 
conjecture) takes the liberty of making a grave Exhortation to thole 
that poffet feveral Livings, and declares, that he never pretended to 
jaftihe fuch as are really guilty, or fuch, for inftance, as hold two Be- 
nehecs bY Union, a third by Sequeftration, and perhaps a fourth un- 
der 
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ger the name of another man, by Simoniacal Contract ; fuch as neg- 
ect to give Alins, fuffer their Houfes to be dilapidated, and have no 
regard either to the Good of their Flock, or of their Succetlors, Thefe 
and the like Abufes are not the fault of our Ecclefiaftical Conftitution, 
and proceed — from the neglect of its Orders, and _non-execution 
of the eftabliih'd Difcipline, and therefore the R. R. Prelates of our 
Church might eatily mend them, by a vigorous profecution of the 
fuley Pluralifts.

they will long obey one and the fame Prince ? 2. The defign of enlar- 
ging his Dominions has more appearance, it being plain, that the 
Invafion of Lorrain, Burgandy, and Orange, proceeded from that fource. 
However, it feems not {5 well applicable to the Dutch War, fince he 
almott willingly gave over a great number of {trong Holds, which he 
might have difputed along time.
